Claim Objections 

1 . The claims are replete with errors. The claims should be revised carefully to 
correct the numerous errors. Examples of some of these errors follow. 

6. Claim 2 objected to because of the following informalities: line 1 recites "the 
preceding claim"; instead "claim 1" should be recited. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

7. Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 2 recites "said 
NIR components are"; instead "said at least one NIR component is" should be recited. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

8. Claims 8 and 1 1 are objected to because of the following informalities: lines 2, of 
both claims, recite "at least one of said NIR components"; instead " said at least one 
NIR component" should be recited. Appropriate correction is required. 

9. Claims 9-10 are objected to because of the following informalities: lines 2, of 
both claims, recite "said NIR component"; instead "said at least one NIR component" 
should be recited. Appropriate correction is required. 

10. Claim 1 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: Line 3 recites "a 
so-called security element"; instead "a security element" should be recited. Line 3 also 
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recites "said element"; instead "said security element" should be recited, 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

11. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

12. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the best 
mode contemplated by the inventor has not been disclosed. Evidence of concealment 
of the best mode is based upon the holding secret of a specific calibration. 

13. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The specification does not enable one of ordinary skill in the art to make or 
use the invention, because the specific calibration is held secret and not disclosed.
